The House bill provides a $750 exemption for income earned 
in future vears; the Senate figure is $8(H) 
This would cut taxes for a family ot tour with 10 per cent 
deductions and $7.500 in taxable inc*ome by $72 on this 
year's earnings, $111 on 1972 earnings and $64 on income 
earncHl in 1973 and subsequently the figures in the House bill 
for the sam e family are $29. $77 and $30.

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The toy business is big business 
No elves in Santa’s workshop 
Your birthday by Stella

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 
When mom and dad shell 
out the cold cash for Christ­ 
mas toys they are well- 
aware tnat the real Santa's 
workshop is not populated 
by charming little elves but 
by engineers, industrial de­ 
signers and m arket re­ 
searchers. 
These are the profession­ 
als responsible for giving 
birth to the toys that find 
their way under the nation’s 
Christmas trees every year. 
The toy business is big 
b usiness—$3.6 billion a 
year at retail—and very few 
toys reach the market by 
accident. 
Erwin Benkoe, an author­ 
ity on the toy market and a 
senior vice-president of 
Ideal Toy Corp., points out 
that inspiration for today’s 
toys comes largely from 
three 
sources—free-lance 
professional inventors, in­ 
ternal industrial designers 
and company product plan­ 
ners. 
“Inventors with 
proven 
track records make presen­ 
tations regularly,” Benkoe 
explained. “Often they come 
in with just a germ of an 
idea or a product in the ear­ 
liest formative state which 
triggers the imagination. 
“At the same time, each of 
our divisions—toys, games 
and dolls—has a staff of 
creative people whose job is 
to spot trends and come up 
with ideas for new play­ 
things. They th ro w away 
hundreds of ideas for each 
one that eventually makes 
it." This is the case in most 
big toy companies. 
“ Product 
planners 
ap­ 
proach the situation from 
the other end. They spot a 
void in the market and try 
to develop a product to fill 
the hole,” Benkoe explained. 
These decisions are made 
at their five-story factory in 
Hollis on Long Island. How­ 
ever, some of the most fas- 
c i n a t i n g experimentation 
takes place in a small se­ 
el uded and unidentified 
b u ild in g at the end of a 
dead-end s tr e e t s e v e r a l 
blocks from the plant. That’s 
headquarters for the ad­ 


vanced engineering depart­ 
ment which works on me­ 
c h a n ic a l concepts—not 
products. 
An example of how this 
process works is Class A 
Racing—car sets w ith o u t 
batteries, slots or wires. 
In the fall, 1969, the com­ 
pany’s planners decided to 
enter the car racing field 
with “a new and better prod­ 
uct,” Benkoe said. 


“A team made up of an 
engineer, market researcher 
and product manager devel­ 
oped a list of negatives for 
the category and decided our 
cars and tracks shouldn’t 
need electricity, batteries or 
slots, should permit passing 
but stay on tne track easily 
to avoid frustrating younger 
children and should give 
participants an opportunity 
to compete with each other 
by being physically involved 
in the race.” 
The advanced engineering 
department then developed 
a new d riv e mechanism 
which provided a great deal 
of energy in a small space 
utilizing a simple wind-up 
technique. 
“ The industrial design 
department designed the 
cars, pit stops and track and 
the manufacturing depart­ 
ment translated all the ideas 
into something that could be 
tooled and manufactured,” 
he continued. 
The model shop then pro­ 
duced the prototypes to be 
presented to the company’s 
marketing m a n a g e ment 
group. “ Throughout the en~ 
tire process,” he added, 
“there were repeated confer­ 
ences among management 
and research and develop­ 
ment and cost accounting 
executives. 
“ The final, refined con­ 
cept is the result of these 
last meetings. After start­ 
ing in early fall 1969, the 
project went to advanced en­ 
gineering in November, the 
final product went for ini­ 
tial production in June, 1970, 
and was presented to the 
trades in February, 1971, for 
delivery to the nation’s toy 
stores this fall.”

The rule is: When your hand 
meets all requirements for a 
no-trump opening, then open 
no-trump. 
W h e n you get to the 
North hand, the expert is 
likely to differ. The expert 
simply raises his partner to 
three no-trump. No guar­ 
antee goes with this bid, but 
he knows in the long run it 
will pay off. 
With the South hand to­ 
day, three no-trump is a 
spread. With other cards, 
there may be a play for 
three no-trump, or perfect 
defense may doom South. 
However, in all hands West 
will be making a blind lead, 
since he received no infor­ 
mation from the bidding. 
If the beginner has been 
ta u g h t properly, he also 
bids three no-trump. Other­ 
wise, he bids some number 
of diamonds and winds up 
making a part-score, goes 
down at five diamonds or 
gets to the same no-trump 
game.

LOS ANGELES (UPIi-Gov. Ronald 
Reagan today activates an $8 million 
system designed to tell local motorists 
what they frequently know anyway but 
don t want to hear—that the freeways are 
jammed 


With the push of a button at the freeway 
operations 
headquarters of the State 
Division 
ot 
Highways, 
Reagan 
was 
scheduled to set into operation the world’s 
first distant early warning traffic control 
system. 


More than 900 sensors have been inserted 
in a 42-mile loop ot freeways to record the 
flow ot traffic and relay the data to the 
freeway operations center to be analyzed 
by traffic engineers. Highway Patrolmen 
and maintenance experts. 


Eventually the data will be fed directly 
into a computer which will warn drivers 
about driving conditions on the freeway 
ahead If traffic is moving at 50 miles per 
hour or more, a green light will show For 
slow traffic down to 35 m p h., the light will 
be yellow, and stop-and-go driving will be 
signalled by a red light. 
The red light condition will also alert 
traffic 
personnel 
to 
the 
location 
of 
bottlenecks and bring a Highway Patrol 
helicopter 
equipped

cameras to relay pictures of the jamup to 
the control center. 
The system will be judged on how well it 
reduces slowdowns, cut accidents and

In 1860. the year the Civil 
War began, there were 1,269 
breweries 
in 
the United 
States. Today there are one- 
fifteenth as 
many. 
Just 
since 1934, the number of 
brewing firms has shrunk 
from 725 to 76. 
It’s all in the name of 
Progress 
—which 
was, 
incidentally, a brand of beer 
that went flat off the market 
during the past 10 years. 
Progress was quaffed in 
Oklahoma 
and Texas, 
a 
regional brand like most of 
the others that lost their 
heads since 1961. 
Also gone, among others, 
are 
beers 
with 
such 
fascinating brand names as 
Griesedieck Brothers of St. 
Louis, 
Tadcaster 
of 
Worcester, Mass., My Beer 
of Omaha, Neb , Wee-Willy 
of Marathon, Wis., Old Shay 
of Baltimore, 12 Horse ot 
Rochester, N Y , Silver Bar 
of Tampa, Fla., Mug of 
Cincinnati, 
Ohio 
and 
K inpyo-Masamune 
of 
Honolulu. 
Civic pride failed to keep 
Butte Beer of Butte, Mont., 


or Old Reading of Reading, 
Pa., afloat, and school spirit 
wasn’t strong enough to keep 
H a rv a rd 
Beer 
of 
Willimansett, Mass., from 
taking a spill. The U.S. 
Senate lives —and most of 
its members aren t adverse 
to an occasional drink —but 
Senate Beer of Washington, 
D.C. is long gone.

Salmon record

SALTWATER FISHING 
The salmon season ended in a glaze of glory, to use an old 
cliche, and nearly everyone did well in the last few days 
Even Morro Bay enjoyed a short salmon season, something 
that has not occurred for many years. 
The DFG has issued a preliminary estimate on the take 
tor this last season, and shows that a record 209.000 salmon 
were caught. The prior record was set in 1956 when ocean 
anglers landed 199.000 salmon. The recent 1961-70 (10 year 
average» was 135.000 salmon, both kings and silvers. By 
species, the catch comprised 160,000 kings and 49,000 
silvers which compares with 148.000 kings and 15.000 silvers 
in 1970. 
Party boat anglers, primarily from the San Francisco 
Bay area, landed about 70 per cent of the statewide take of 
kings. Skiff tishermen from the Eureka-Trinidad area 
accounted for nearly 60 per cent of the silvers. 
Turning to local records. Harbor Associates from Port 
San Luis report that 3060 boats were launched and caught 
7430 salmon of both species. They did not keep size records, 
but say that the fish towards the end of the season were 
much iarger. with fish up to 40 lbs. being taken. In spite of 
several very quiet spells, combined with inclement 
weather, the season could be called exceptionally good. 
Most of the salmon fishermen are busy overhauling their 
gear and looking for a run of white sea bass and bonito 
before the winter sets in. Rock fishing is still very good for 
the few that have found time to go out after the salmon 
season closed. 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
The enthusiastic Dick Kelsey, concession manager of 
Naeimiento Lake, admits that rainy weather kept most 
anglers away from the lake. But the few hardy souls who 
braved the elements took some sizeable strings of black 
bass. 
Largest bass of the week was a 3 pound smallmouth. 
taking the weekly $25.00 merchandise prize in the lake 
derby fishing contest. 
Seems as though the white bass have completely 
disappeared. These fish do not like bad weather, and hit for 
the deep water till conditions improve to their liking. None 
were reported in the contest for last week. 
Catfishing was about the most productive angling during 
the bad weather, and some good strings were brought in. 
Creek mouths were the best spots with clams as bait. 
Little activity at Margarita Lake. The regulars got some 
nice bass, with crappie also being taken. Not many anglers 
out, and this water might be a good bet. 
Lopez Lake reports trout fishing slow to poor. A few fish 
being taken from the shore, also by deep trolling. No 
reports on a planting as of this time. The few trout we saw- 
taken were nice fish in the ten inch class, in good shape and 
possibly hold-overs from early season plantings. Anglers 
are warned that the general trout season closed, and that 
this water and most other lakes now have a five trout limit. 
Both Atascadero and Laguna Lakes were supposed to 
have been planted last week. Fishing has been good in the 
latter water, with some large trout being taken. We heard 
that meal worms were being used as trout bait. Seems as 
though one angler had not done too well on cheese and eggs, 
so decided to fill up on pan fish, using meal worms as bait. 
He ended up with a limit of nice sized trout, anyway it 
might be worth a trial! 
Cachuma Lake is now getting a weekly planting 
alternating the regular DFG stocking with a load brought 
by local interests. 
Referring back to our trip to Salton Sea, we did not do any 
good, nor did any other anglers we met up with. And then to 
make matters worse, a "red tide" set in and we packed up. 
The reports on the fishing from local papers were not very 
truthful. No doubt at the right time this is a wonderful 
fishing water, but with the advent of colder weather the 
corvina are just not hitting. They like the warm water to 
bring them to the surface. 
The determinations of the State Fish and Game 
Commission on the 1972 angling regulations have been 
received, and it looks as tho there are not many changes of 
local interest. Except perhaps the setting of a limit on 
albacore. Hearings on these determinations will be held at 
the commission meeting in December when final approval 
will be made and adopted 
HUNTING 
Prospects were rated as good for the fall turkey shoot 
which opened last Saturday for nine days. With many 
hunters in the field, and more experience as turkey hunters, 
the take is expected to be larger this year. Amongst the five 
counties, and part of four which include San Luis Obispo 
and Monterey, the season will run through November 28 
It is expected, according to DFG wardens, San Luis 
Obispo County will be the best bet, with more birds being 
taken. Birds were first planted here in 1940 and appear to 
have multiplied. In the north, Tehama County is regarded 
as the best area. Hunters are reminded that most birds will 
be lound on private lands, and permission to enter must be 
obtained Locally no birds are being lound on public lands, 
and the only areas open to the public are in the Tehama 
wildlife area and the Cinder Cone Wildlife Management 
Area in Shasta County.

OTTAW A-!N E A)—Even 
among the persistent cries of 
nationalism, anti-American­ 
ism is not yet really strong 
in Canada. And what Yankee 
put-down there is, is more 
defensive than aggressive, 
more bluff than bite — and 
probably related to h a t e- 
envy. 
The hate-envy frustration 
arises from Canada’s history 
and geography. This is a na­ 
tion, as Rupert Brooke said, 
ot 
“ unseizable 
virginity” ; 
and Edmund Wilson once re­ 
marked of it: “ How can you 
get hold of such a country?” 
th e truth is, in the four and 
a half centuries since French 
explorer Jacques Cartier dis­ 
covered the land, Canadians 
have never gotten hold. Less 
than seven per cent of the 
nation is settled, and 90 per 
cent of the population (21.3 
million, which is less than 
that of Ethiopia) has tradi­ 
tionally lived w i t h i n 200 
miles of the U.S. border. 
The nation has had an 
identity crisis since birth. 
First it belonged to the In­ 
dians, then to the French, 
then to the British and now, 
some believe, to the Am er­ 
icans. C a n a d a occupies 
U14th of the earth’s land 
surface, it is the 10th largest 
industrial and 6th greatest 
trade nation in the world— 
yet it did not get permission 
(from Britain) to make its 
own laws until 1931. it didn’t 
fully release it.self from Eng­ 
lish court control until 1945, 
and it didn’t have a national 
flag until six years ago (a 
design which many still do 
not recognize). 
So it is. as С a n a d i a n 
B r o a d c a s t i n g Company 
(CBC) programming execu­ 
tive Nolton Nash admits: ‘‘I 
grew up knowing more about 
the United States than I did 
about my own nation. I read 
all the b o o k s about Davy 
Crockett, I learned the full 
story of the American battle 
for independence, but some­ 
how I didn’t care to dig into 
the background of my own 
people.”

ficials and private citizens 
are struggling to make up 
for lost time. The CBC is be­ 
ginning several sophisticated 
television specials on the his­ 
tory of the Confederacy. Pol­ 
iticians, both left and right, 
are demanding, as one parlia­ 
mentary aide puts it, ‘‘that 
we spit right in Mr. Nixon’s 
eye.” Educators are begin­ 
ning to scream that of 3,087 
new university appointees in 
a recent year, 77 per cent 
were non-Canadian (mostly 
A m e r i c a n ) . And a boy 
named Philip Heard, with a 
beard, says he makes a habit 
of ABC (Always Buy Can­ 
ada) because ‘‘If you buy 
American toothpaste, you are 
indirectly helping to make 
the bombs that go to kill 
Southeast Asian civilians.” 
♦ 
♦ 
* 
For as much as is known 
about the current Canadian 
cry for nationalism, it ap­ 
pears to be universal. And 
ironically, it has been the 
U.S.-owned G a l l u p Poll 
which has given Canada its 
closest insight into its uni­ 
fied thinking on sovereignty. 
In 1970, the poll asked people 
from all 10 provinces if they 
would approve of national­ 
ism, even if it m eant a ‘‘big 
reduction in our standard of 
living.” Forty six per cent 
said yes, 32 said no, and 22 
per cent were undecided. 
Naturally, some of the ad­ 
herents, 
in a country 
as 
large as this (3,851,809 square 
miles) are extremists. P ro­ 
fessor Melville Watkins (Uni­ 
versity of Toronto political 
economist) for one, believes 
that nationalism is synony­ 
mous with socialism. He and 
his followers feel that Can­ 
ada has the right and obli­ 
gation to move in on Ameri­ 
can-owned business and take 
them over federally. ‘‘We 
could negotiate the term s,” 
he says, indicating s u c h 
would be a minor m atter to 
be worked out, and to hell 
with whether or not the U.S. 
firms wanted to be t a k e n 
over. 
But the larger voice of n a­ 
tionalism in Canada is more 
moderate. Barbara Daprato, 
spokeswoman for the Com­ 
mittee for an Independent 
Canada says that in fact na­ 
tionalism must be accom- 


plished by laws which do not 
torture either of the involved 
nations. Her group advocates 
regulations w h i c h prohibit 
any Canadian firm from sell­ 
ing out more than 49 per cent 
of its h o l d i n g s to foreign 
(meaning American) iitdus- 
trialists. The g r o u p also 


w'ants such things as more 
Canadian education in the 
schools (only one of the more 
than 100 graduate English 
courses at the University of 
Toronto is in Canadian liter­ 


ature), 
fewer U.S. paper­ 
backs in the bookstores, and 
an end to the “ defeatist” job 
hiring philosophy that: if- 
y 0 u-are-American-you-must- 
be-superior-so-you’re-hired. 
“ We are not anti-Ameri­ 
can.” says Miss Daprato. 
“ We don’t want to gather all 
the Yanks up and push them 
back across the border. W’e 
want to remain friends and 
trading partners —- but wc 
don’t want to do it all on 
your term s.” 
And so it is, perhaps, that 
nationalism is at last solidly 
on its way here. And so it is, 
too, that it’s surging at a 
time when U.S.-Canadian re­ 
lations are at a decided low. 
“ Not since the war of 1812 
have things been worse be­ 
tween the neighbors.” says 
a M o n t r e a l editoralist. 
Pierre Trudeau, 
the 
mod 
prime minister, has little in 
common with Richard Nix­ 
on. On a visit to Russia once 
he suggested that American 
power might be a military 
threat to Canada. He recog­ 
nizes 
Cuba, 
deplores 
the 


Vietnam war, won’t join the 
Organization 
of 
American 
States. And he says of the 
United States in general: “ I 
don’t think they know or 
care much about Canada.” 
Trudeau’s last rem ark is 
an 
especial 
abrasion 
be­ 
tween the two nations. Be­ 
cause it’s so true. With all 
the 
mutual 
destinies 
and 
borders, and even though 
Canada is America’s largest 
trading partner ( C a n a d a 
sends 73 per cent of her ex­ 
ports to the United States, 
and buys 68 per cent of her 
imports back), many U.S. 
tourists still t r a v e l north, 
stop at a gas station, their 
s u n g l a s s e s glaring, their 
sport shirts fluttering, and 
ask: “ Say. f e l l a , do you 
speak any English?” 
No wonder, then, the Can­ 
adians are, miffed. It’s not 
pleasant to be ignored, or 
misunderstood. It’s no fun 
dwelling in the shadow of a 
careless giant. And some 
people here have damn well 
had e n o u g h . “ Actually,” 
says 
one 
nationalist, 
gig­ 
gling, ‘‘I’d like to see us 
build a big electronic fence 
along the border. The trou­ 
ble is, we’d have to order 
all the p a r t s from the 
States.”

What's a mace? 


This is the age of nuclear and 
bacteriological weapons. Or is it? 
The most famous picture to com e 
out of the 1970 Isla Vista riots shows 
Sheriffs Capt. Joel B. Honey in 
possession of a Morning Star — 
som etim es referred to as a mace — 
as a '‘side arm." 
And 
don't 
forget, 
aggrieved 
sh eriffs officers — some of whom 
were struck down in pitched battles 
at Perfect Park — charged that up­ 
tight students were resorting to use 
of another Medieval weapon, the 
catapult, 
in 
the 
vicious 
street- 
f i g h ti n g 
in 
the 
u n i v e r s i t y 
community. 


Never heard of the Morning Star'.’ 
Not many people have except, say, 
some 
grizzled 
researchers 
into 
Middle Ages weaponry. 


The 
sheriff's 
office 
says 
the 
blown-up photo of Capt. 
Honey, 
casually in possession of a spiked 
ball at the end of a chain — and also 
an antique Spanish sword — “ is in 
itself 
sufficient 
to 
w arrant 
dism issal.'' 
No law enforcement official in 


charge of field forces suppressing a 
riot or anything else should be so 
irregularly armed, it is claimed. 
The press conference described 
the spiked ball as being a mace. 
What 
actually 
is 
a 
m ace0 
Webster's says that as a weapon it is 
a “heavy staff often spiked and used 
during the Middle Ages to break 
armor." 
We 
d e l v e d 
f u r t h e r 
i nto 
encyclopedias to get more explicit 
gems, after a veteran copvreader on 
a metropolitan newspaper came up 
with word that Honey, in reality, 
was 
exhibiting 
a 
Medieval-like 
Morning Star weapon. 
The mace started out as a club 
with 
a 
long 
handle, 
heavily 
weighted, and used by one warrior 
to get the attention of another. Then 
it evolved into a heavy iron ball at 
the weighted end 
as the early 
science of war developed. 
The more we probed, the more we 
formed 
the 
opinion 
that 
only 
important 
people have used, or 
exhibited, maces in early and more 
recent history. 
It is true that archers and other 


unmounted warriors at times used 
the mace as a hand arm 
But 
this 
weapon 
cannot 
be 
downgraded, or held lightly to be of 
c o n s i d e r a b l y 
p s y c h i a t r i c 
importance. 
The mace, or Morning Star, or 
whatever it was that Joel Honey 
unconsciously posed with, has been 
a symbol of authority for many a 
year. 
Church officials who could not 
shed blood used it. Guards of kings 
and other high officials carried 
maces. 
Someone who feels partial to the 
dismissed Honey says there is a 
“three-foot-long mace in a place of 
honor 
in 
the 
U.S. 
House 
of 
Representatives." 
Capt. Honey and his Morning Star, 
mace or whatever, will go down in 
some kind of history. He could have 
been 
posing 
with 
a 
cross-boy, 
catapult 
or 
flame-thrower 
and 
might not have gotten as much 
attention. Or he could have been 
brandishing a Ulu. What’s a Ulu? 
We've heard of it. but haven’t had 
time to look that one up.
